Why can't this hazard be 
corrected before a life is taken? 


The police department agrees with you 


hat the large tree poses a serious traffic 
>roblem, but they say there is nothing that 
can be done without the cooperation of the 
property owners in question. 


And that property owner, according to 


Asst. Police Chief D.B. Hightower, has 
hus far refused to meet police requests 
that the trees be trimmed. 


"That intersection has been a thorn in 


our side ever since 24th Street was 
widened," Hightower noted, "but the tree 
causing the problems is located entirely on 
private property. We have repeatedly 
asked and failed to get the cooperation of 
the people who live there." 


Hightower said checks with the city 


attorney and the city manager have in- 
dicated that there is nothing the police can 
do about the tree but ask the property 
owners to trim it back. But whether or not 
they do that is up to them. 


"We have pleaded with these people and 


nothing has come of it," he said. "About 
the best thing you can do now is to use 
caution in when passing that intersection." 


Hightower assures you that if there was 


anything more the department could do, 
they would already have done it.

LONDON (AP) — The new American 


ambassador to Britain, Anne Armstrong, 
visited the headquarters of the British post 
office today and gave her warm approval to 
the design of a special stamp that will mark 
the 200th anniversary of American 
in- 


dependence. 


The stamp, which goes on sale June 2, 


features a bust of Franklin by Jean-Jacques 
Caffieri now in the Benjamin Franklin room 
of the Royal Society of Arts in London. The 
stamp costs 11 pence (22 cents) — the airmail 
postage rate from Britain to the United 
States.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 


Election Commission distributed $980,266 in 
presidential campaign matching funds today 
before the expiration of some of its key 
powers at midnight tonight. 


Plugging the matching-funds spigot for 


primary candidates may be only temporary, 
depending on whether Congress agrees on 
how to reconstitute the commission. 


The Supreme Court ruled Jan. 30 that the 


FEC was unconstitutionally appointed be- 
cause four of its six members were selected 
by Congress instead of the President, and the 
other two were subject to approval by both 
houses of Congress rather than just the Sen- 
ate. 


The court gave Congress until March 1 to 


remedy the problem and extended the 
deadline to this midnight when Congress 
missed the first date. Legislation to recon- 
stitute the commission is pending.

Ronald Reagan, relaxing to- 


day after his victory in the 
North Carolina primary, says 
he won because the voters are 
finally beginning to "catch on" 
to his attacks on President 
Ford. The President said he 
will make a big effort in Wis- 
consin, adding that he expects 
to win the primary there and 
the nomination in Kansas City. 


"It's never good to come in 


second," Ford told nearly 100 
Republican party leaders at the 
White House. "There have been 
some Wednesday mornings that 
have been happier." 


The Democratic victor, Jim- 


my Carter, already was cam- 
paigning in Wisconsin for the 
state's April G primary. Carter 
has won five of six primaries, 
but Tuesday's contest marked 
the first time he had received 
more than 50 per cent of the 
vote. He easily outdistanced 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, who won in North Caro- 
lina in 1972, and four other 
Democrats who didn't cam- 
paign in the state. 


Later this week, Carter will 


head for delegate-rich 
New 


York and a stiff challenge from 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington in New York's pri- 
mary, also April 6. 


In New York, Jackson said of 


the North Carolina contest, 
"It's a splintering of the Re- 
publican party. It's a problem 
Ford has to face." He also said 
that "Wallace, for all practical 
purposes, is out of the race." 


Discussing the Wisconsin con- 


test, Ford said: "It will be 
close, but we expect to win. We 
expect to go to Kansas City and 
we expect to be nominated." 


Reagan, who won his first 


primary after five defeats, get- 
ting 52 per cent of the North 
Carolina Republican vote to 
Ford's 46 per cent, cancelled 
most of his appearances for the 
next week, temporarily with- 
drawing from the campaign 
trail to work on what was billed 
as a major television address. 


Ford's loss marked the first 


time an incumbent president 
had dropped a primary since 
968 when 
Sen. 
Eugene 
J. 


McCarthy defeated Lyndon B. 
Johnson in Wisconsin two days 
after Johnson announced he 
would not run again. 


Commenting on the North 


Carolina voting, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said, "The President lost. We 
have no excuse and no alibi." 


Peter Kaye, a Ford campaign 


spokesman, 
said 
Reagan's 


cause may have been helped by 
talk of getting the former Cali 
fornia governor out of the race. 
"I think maybe it was a sym- 
pathy vote," he said. 


If Reagan had lost as ex- 


pected in North Carolina it 
would have increased the cries 
for the former Cp.lifornia gover- 
nor's withdrawal — perhaps to 
a level that would have been 
impossible to ignore. As it was, 
he left the state last weekend 
prepared to lose and issued one 
of those tough-it-out statements 
that he was in the race to stay. 


He arrived in Los Angeles 


from Wisconsin early today and 
said of his supporters, "There 
was no panic, no one dis- 
couraged, everybody 
stayed 


with it. I'm 
very proud of 


them, happy to be coming 
home this way." 


In Florida, Illinois and again 


in North Carolina, Reagan has 


been attacking the adminis- 
tration's detente with the Soviet 
Union, what he said is a weak 
defense posture and govern- 
ment spending. He said today, 
"The issues we've been trying 
to talk about are beginning to 
catch on."

Shots fired in courthouse scuffle

The 
Tuesday 
afternoon 


routine at the Courthouse was 
shattered about 3:45 p.m. when 
violence erupted during a peace 
bond hearing in JP W.H. Tip- 
ton's basement courtroom. 


When the gunshots subsided 


and the tear gas cleared, no one 
was injured and Luther Palos, 
was in jail awaiting the filing of 
formal charges in the incident. 
He remains there today. 


Tipton, his eyes still burning 


from the lingering tear gas with 
which he had attempted to 
subdue Palos, called the whole 
affair "a shame and a pity" and 
joked that he guessed he is 
getting out of the JP work at 
about the right time. (He is not 
seeking re-election.) 


Tipton's court deputy, Mrs. 


Jackie BosWell, sat dazed in the 
office 
as 
people 
from 


throughout 
the 
courthouse 


descended on the courtroom 
drawn by the sound of the 
scuffling and the gunshots. 


AFTER PALOS had been 


escorted to county jail, other 
women employes at the cour- 
thouse ventured in to make sure 
she was all right and help her 
out of the office while sheriff 
deputies examined the remains 
of the struggle. 


According 
to 
Tipton, 
the 


trouble erupted at the con- 
clusion 
of 
the 
peace 
bond 


hearing when Palos resisted 
Deputy Larry Green's efforts to 
escort him to County Jail. 


Green tried to restrain Palos 


when the latter tried to break 
free from his grasp, Tipton said, 
and the officer and his reluctant 
prisoner wrestled to the floor. 


While on the floor, Palos freed 


Green's .357 caliber service 
revolver from his holster and 
"sure had it popping," ac- 


cording to the judge. Two bullet 
holes were found in the cour- 
troom, one near the floor on a 
direct line between the 
scuf- 


fling and Tipton's seat. 


But Tipton says he didn 't stay 


seated 
long. "When it was 


apparent he (Green) couldn't 
handle him," Tipton said he 
went over to lend a hand in 
getting the prisoner subdued. 


"I SHOT HIM some of that 


gas," he said, adding that he 
doesn't know how effective the

tear gas was, but that "I got 
him 
by the neck and 
the 


jugular" and he and Green were 
then able to get the gun away 
from Palos and secure him until 
other deputies descended from 
the sheriff's office on the floor 
above. 


At this point, Tipton said 


there was "not much he (Palos) 
could do" and was taken into 
custody. 


In restructuring the incident, 


Tipton said that he had been 
holding the hearing to consider 
revoking a $500 peace bond he 
had issued against Palos Oct. 29 


of last year. 


Tipton said he had Palos and 


his ex-wife in the office because 
of a complaint by the ex-wife 
that Palos had violated his 
peace bond. 


After 
calling 
the 
District 


Clerk's Office to find out the 
terms of the divorce, Tipton 
says he then asked Palos if he 
could stay away from his ex- 
wife. "I told him if he couldn't, 
I'd 
have 
to 
hold 
him 
in 


custody," Tipton said. 


WHEN 
PALOS 
SAID 
he 


couldn't, Tipton then called the 


sheriff's office to get a deputy to 
take Palos to jail. 


After Green got down to the 


office, Tipton says he continued 
talking to Palos, but, then Palos 
announced that he was "not 
going to jail," the judge said, 
and the commotion began. 


Mrs. Boswell said that, after 


the first shot, she thougt about 
calling for help but that she was 
afraid that a ricocheting bullet 
might hit her while she was 
phoning. She said she then got 
behind a metal file cabinet in 
the court's anteroom. 


Tipton, too, said that Mrs. 


Boswell's safety was first in his 
mind when the first shot rang 
out. 


Within 
minutes, 
four 


deputies, just off duty at Cor- 
sicana High School, were on the 
scene, with other people drifting 
down from other parts of the 
courthouse, staying only briefly 
in the courtroom because of the 
tear gas. 


Mrs. Boswell, who regained 


her color and composure after 
about 
30 minutes, 
observed 


"I've been woried all day about 
my daughter out at the high 
school." 


CHS slowly returning to normal

School Supt. Mark Culwell 


said today that most of the 
police and sheriff deputies that 
have been called in to maintain 
order at Corsicana High School 
have left as the school slowly 
returns to normal 
following 


nearly a week of unrest. 


Two officers 
remained on 


duty following the opening of 
classes at the school today, 
Culwell 
said, 
with 
more 


deputies and police being called 
in during the lunch hour. But for 
the most part, the officers have 
gone. 


"1 don't want to say there 


isn't tension still, because there 
certainly is," Culwell said. "But 
yesterday went without a hitch, 
'and so did this morning. It is 
much more relaxed now than it 
has been." 


Culwell yesterday announced 


expanded suspension policies 
adopted by school trustees in 
emergency session over the 
weekend. In announcing those 
policies, he told students that no 
agitation of any kind would be 


tolerated in the school. 


AT THAT TIME he 
also 


warned students that citizen- 
ship and discipline records 
would be reviewed 
by ad- 


ministrators in an attempt to 
isolate habitual troublemakers 
who might be agitating in- 
cidents. 


"We want to be fair about 


this, but we're not here to ap- 
pease or satisfy anyone," he 
told the students yesterday. 
"We're here to teach and to 
prepare you for life. We will 
expect and demand that you be 
respectful, 
courteous 
and 


obedient. We will be courteous 
to you, and we expect you to 
reciprocate." 


Culwell today praised 
the 


majority 
of 
CHS students, 


calling their response to the new 
policies "excellent." 


"You wouldn't believe the 


excellent response we've had 
from 
these kids," he said. 


"They, for the most part, feel 
like this thing has gotten out of 
hand and that it's time for it to 
stop." 


Culwell admitted that he has 


mixed feelings about reducing 
the 
number 
of officers 
on 


campus so soon. 


"THE ATMOSPHERE is SO 


much more relaxed now that I 
don't really think we need the 
officers now," he said. "I'm a 
little worried about it, but we 
feel like that unless something 
crazy happens, and some crazy 
things have happened out here, 
but unless that happens, I don't 
think we need them, and I don't 
think we should keep them from 
their normal duties." 


Culwell said 
he 
felt that 


releasing those officers as early 
as possible would also help ease 
tension among students at the 
school, but he noted that of- 
ficers are still monitoring the 
situation and could be called 
back in rapidly if needed. 


Increased 
patrols 
will 
be 


evident during the lunch period, 
he said, and the two officers 
stationed in the office will be in 
the halls during class changes 
to insure that everything goes 
smoothly. 


YESTERDAY, nearly 40 area 


law enforcement officers were 
at the school in the event any 
trouble did break out. Officers 
were stationed at all entrances 
to the school and only those with 
business at the school were 
admitted inside. 


The Texas Highway Patrol 


was 
on 
campus 
yesterday 


checking 
for 
concealed 


weapons, but Sgt. J.F. Scott 
said today that no weapons 
were located in that check. 


Television news reports from 


Dallas'and San Antonio resulted 
in a deluge of calls to police and 
schools 
yesterday, 
officials 


said, and there were rumors 
that gangs of youths 
from 


Dallas were en route to Cor- 
sicana. 


A Rumor Control Center was 


established Monday to deal with 
such rumors that have been 
spreading 
across 
the 
city. 


Volunteers manning telephones 
there have reported receiving a 
large number of calls, many of 
which are repetitious. 


That center will remain open 


so long as there is a need for it, 
volunteers said. 


Romance gone 


from lives of 


mercenaries 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 


rica u\P) -The "Dogs of War" 
— white soldiers of fortune in 
black Africa — trooped to battle 
in Angola for $300 a week in pay 
and were mauled. 


They are straggling home, 


mostly to Britain, now that the 
Soviet-backed Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of Af- 
rica (MPLA) has all but won the 
civil war against two Western- 
backed factions. 


The mercenaries fought for 


the Western factions and the 
disillusionment of their ex- 
perience has shattered, for the 
moment, whatever romance the 
life of a mercenary in Africa 
might once have had. 


According to the best esti- 


mates, 150 mercenaries actual- 
ly fought in Angola, mostly 
against Cuban troops (there 


were J2,uuu; assisting trie 
MPLA. Sixty mercenaries were 
killed and 15 wounded. 


Toward the end of the debacle 


came a report that 14 British 
mercenaries were executed by 
a firing squad of their own men 
for allegedly refusing to fight. 
One mercenary later reported 
that the man who allegedly 
ordered the executions, a Greek 
Cypriot named Costas Georgiou 
and known as Colonel Callan, 
was "finished off" by a British 
mercenary 
after a "mortar 


bomb ... chopped his legs off." 


Callan later was described as 


mad, perhaps driven to dis- 
traction by the overwhelming 
odds. Although they lacked the 
necessary 
antitank weapons, 


many of the mercenaries were 
sent against Russian T-34 and T- 
54 tanks manned by Cuban 


crews, according to accounts 
reaching Kinshasa in neighbor- 
ing Zaire. 


British authorities are in- 


vestigating the exact circum- 
stances of the executions. 


Most of the mercenaries were 


recruited in Britain by a shad- 
owy outfit called Security Advi- 
sory Services, whose headquar- 
ters was in Camberley, near 
London. Two hundred were ac- 
tually flowm from Ixmdon to 
fight in Angola. 


One mercenary leader, who 


asked 
not to be identified, 


claimed that 50 men took off 
with their advance pay when 
the planes carrying them to 
Zaire stopped briefly in Brus- 
sels or Paris. 


"Some were the scum of the 


earth," he remarked. "Some 
had never seen a shot fired in 


anger." 


He attacked the complete 


lack of training before the first 
battle, just hours after liis ar- 
rival. He said the mercenaries 
were armed with 1943 M-l car- 
bines and old Belgian FNS 
rifles. 


"There were experienced 


men there but a lot were over- 
weight and unfit," reported an- 
other British mercenary, who 
also dropped out. "When your 
life's at stake you want to know 
who you're fighting with and 
that you can rely on every one of 
them." 


The presence of British mer- 


cenaries in Angola was strongly 
condemned by the British gov- 
ernment. 


"Some of those who went to 


Angola ... have already re- 
turned with hair-raising stories 


of mismanagement, lack of 
training and financial con- 
fusion," declared David Kn- 
nals, Britain's deputy foreign 
minister. 


The mercenary fiasco in An- 


gola added nothing to the legen- 
ds built by soldiers of fortune in 
other African campaigns. 


Col. 
Mike Hoare, now an ac- 


countant in South Africa, first 
became famous supporting the 
secession of mineral-rich Ka- 
tanga Province in the former 
Belgian Congo in 1961. 


He later led his troops on anti- 


Communist campaigns in the 
Congo in 1964-65, backing Gen. 
Joseph 
Mobutu, now called 


Mobutu Sese Seko, president of 
Zaire. 


"Black Jack" Schramme, a 


Belgian, was with Hoare in Ka- 
tanga and in the later battles 


against the Communist-backed 
Simba tribesmen in the Congo. 


Rolf Steiner, a German, made 


his name with the small mer- 
cenary force siding with Biafra 
in Nigeria's civil war. He later 
joined with Christian rebels in 
the southern Sudan, where he 
was captured and imprisoned 
for a while. 


There were numerous reports 


earlier this year that a club of 
Hoare's Congo veterans, with 
headquarters in Johannesburg, 
was recruiting soldiers to fight 
in Angola. Hoare denied the re- 
ports. He reportedly vetoed a 
mercenary operation because 
of inadequate conditions. 


At one point, reports from 


cities in various countries, in- 
cluding the United States, sug- 
gested that a large mercenary 
force was being recruited. 


Reagan still 


has hard pull 


RALEIGH, N.C.(AP)- Ron- 


ald Reagan, victorious at last, 
has won time for an effort to 
rebuild his campaign against 
President Ford - but he still 
faces long odds in his quest for 
the 
Republic-in 
presidential 


nomination. 


Reagan's upset over Ford in 


the North Carolina presidential 
primary election Tuesday gave 
the challenger the comeback he 
needed to silence suggestions 
that he withdraw from 
the 


White House contest. 


Now his task is to capitalize 


on that victory. It will be a dif- 
ficult one, particularly during 
the next five weeks, for the po- 
litical schedule works to Ford's 
advantage. 


While Reagan was dealing 


the President his first defeat, 
Democrat Jimmy Carter was 


winning another runaway. 


His landslide over George C. 


Wallace left the Alabama gov- 
ernor with only the shadow of a 
campaign. Badly beaten where 
he once was formidable, Wal- 
lace has lost his base and any 
claim he had to be the cam- 
paign voice of the South. 


Now that he has handled Wal- 


lace, Carter will have to deal 
with his national Democratic ri- 
vals. 


Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson of 


Washington is waiting for him 
in New York, which holds its 
primary on April 6. So is Rep. 
Morris K. Udall of Arizona, 
who also is hard at work in 
Wisconsin, which votes the 
same day. 


Ford and Reagan meet again 


in Wisconsin. Early polls there 
ranked the President a heavy

favorite. 


Reagan's victory in North 


Carolina, where Ford also was 
favored, should help him in the 
Wisconsin test. But it is not 
likely to help him enough, and 
the odds there are still with the 
President. 


After that, Reagan draws a 


primary blank for almost a 
month. He is not running dele- 
gates in New York, which will 
have 154 votes at the Republi- 
can National Convention. Nor is 
he running in Pennsylvania, 
where an April 27 primary 
awards 103 GOP delegates. 


Reagan said all along he 


would not quit, insisting his 


real strength lies in states 
where Republicans have not yet 
voted, in the Deep South, the 
Southwest and the West. 


Now, 
with a primary win in 


his column, the challenger has 
the headway to make sure his 
campaign gets to those states. 
He has demonstrated he can 
beat Ford, and that is impor- 
tant psychologically and finan- 
cially. There is nothing like a 
victory to bring out the political 
checkbooks.

to these North Carolina figures: 


Reagan 101,448 or 52 per cent 


of the vote. 


Ford 88,924 or 46 per cent. 


No preference, which means 


uncommitted delegates, 3,:i45 or 
2 per cent. 


That won Reagan 28 Republi- 


can nominating votes, Ford 25, 
with one uncommitted. 


Nationally, Ford now has 2D6. 


Reagan 81. It will take l.l:iO 
votes to choose the GOP nomi- 
nee.

rally he is disappointed," said 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen. "The point is we 
lost and there are no excuses 
or alibis." 


Nessen said there would be 


no change in Ford's strategy of 
contesting all the primaries — 


"and 
he remains confident of 


ultimate victory." 


Reagan said his issues were 


starting to catch on. He said of 
the early losses, "There was no 
panic, no one discouraged."

The "Pine Tree Flag", a simple but dignified flag 
bearing the device "AN APPEAL TO HEAVEN" ap- 
peared as early as 1 775 in Boston, and later in 1 775 
on the sea, the ensign of cruisers commissioned by 
George Washington. It was both beautiful and pop- 
ular — but the pine tree had been so long connected 
with New England that it was not entirely acceptable 
as a symbol common to all the colonies.

THE RATTLESNAKE FLAG 


The "Rattlesnake Flag" was derived from Benjamin 
Franklin's famous political cartoon, published in 1754: 
a rattlesnake, severed in 1 3 pieces, each bearing the 
initial of one of the colonies, wriggled over the warn- 
ing, "Unite or die." Twenty years later, the colonies 
were united into one fighting unit; the serpent was 
coiled for attack, hissing the defiant "DON'T TREAD 
ON ME." While the hissing reptile fit the colonial 
mood of revolution, it was felt that later, the snake 
symbol would be offensive. 


The "Grand Union Flag" was raised on January 2, 
1 776, at Cambridge, Massachusetts, where the militia 
troops of the colonies gathered to form an army under 
the command of General Washington. It was raised, 
in Washington's words, "in honor of the united colo- 
nies." But it showed double allegiance - loyalty to 
Great Britain as shown by the presence of the "Union 
Jack"; and devotion to the cause-of the American 
colonies, represented by the stripes — "thirteen 
lists symbolizing the number & union of the colonies."

Pill's popularity may be slipping due to danger, abortion 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Recent reports of new dan- 


gers linked to birth control pills 
have caused concern among 
women and prompted a few of 
them to switch to other means 
of contraception, doctors say. 
But the pill remains the most 
popular method by far of pre- 
venting pregnancy. 


"There 
may 
be 
a 
little 


switching, 
but 
it 
is 
not 


marked," said Dr. Robert E. 
Rogers, a gynecologist and pro- 
fessor at Indiana University 
Medical School in Indianapolis. 


Interviews with 20 doctors, 


including gynecologists and ob- 
stetricians, and other experts 
on contraception reveal that 
women are asking more ques- 
tions about the pill. 


Some doctors said the in- 


creased availability of abortion 
had made women more willing 
to risk pregnancy and therefore 
more willing to switch from the 
pill, which has the lowest fail- 
ure rate of any contraceptive. 


There are no statistics avail- 


able on how many women use 
each type of contraception. The 
Food and Drug Administration 
estimates, however, that 10 mil- 
lion women take birth control 
pills while about 3.2 million use 
lUDs (intrauterine devices). 


In recent weeks, studies in 


Kentucky and California tie the 
pills to dramatically increased 
risk of liver tumors — some 
malignant 
— 
in long-time 


users. At the same time, three 
major drug companies, at the 
FDA's request, agreed to stop 
making sequential oral con- 
traceptives which were linked 
to increased risk of cancer of 
the uterus lining and blood 
clotting. The FDA estimated 
that sequential pills were used 
by 5 to 10 per cent of the wom- 
en taking oral contraceptives. 


There have been complaints 


about internal bleeding, in- 
flammation and infection in 
connection with the IUD. 


"The pill has had a high use 


since it was invented and re- 
mains high," said Robin Elliott, 
director 
of information and 


education for the Planned Par- 
enthood Federation of America. 
Elliott said that pills have ac- 
counted for between 75 and 80 
per cent of the contraceptives 
dispensed by Planned Parent- 
hood in the last five years. 


"There appear to be small 


variations whenever a side ef- 
fect gets publicity," he said, 
adding that women now are 
showing increased interest in 
diaphragms. 


Dr. James Raybin, medical 


director at the University of 
Colorado Health Center, has 
come to a similar conclusion. 
"We are seeing some mild 
backing off on the pill and the 
IUD also, but it's nothing dra- 
matic," he says. "We don't 
have any figures so it's hard to 
pin down exactly ... The small 
shift we've seen comes from 
both medical advice and con- 
sumer preference." 


The National Reporting Sys- 


tem for Family Planning Serv- 
ices, part of the National Cen- 
ter for Health Statistics, also 
reported a slight trend among 
younger women toward the 
diaphragm. Its finding is based 
on statistics covering between 
two million and three million 
women, many of them under 25 
and many of them poor. 


The system said that in 1973, 


73.1 per cent of the women who 
received contraceptives from 
clinics and other outlets check- 
ed chose the pill as their pri- 
mary 
birth control method. 


Just over 15 per cent chose the 
IUD, 3.3 per cent picked diaph- 
ragms, 4.3 per cent used foams 
and .8 per cent condoms. 


In 1974, 76.3 per cent chose 


the pill, 12 per cent the IUD, 3 
per cent diaphragms, 4.7 per 
cent foam and 1.3 per cent con- 
doms. 


Preliminary figures for 1975 


show 75.7 per cent picking the 
pill, 10.6 pr cent the IUD, 3.4 
per cent diaphragms and 1.7 
per cent condoms. 


Several doctors said women 


have become more informed 
about contraception. 


"Most women are asking rea- 


sonably 
intelligent questions 


about birth control, mostly be- 
cause there have been a lot of 
things in the media about the 
problems," said Dr. Paul Coch- 
rane of Fitchburg, Mass. 


The doctors also said they 


spend more time explaining 
birth control. "In the past, 
women would ask for the pill 
and I'd give it to them," said 
Dr. John Grover, a gynecolog- 
ist at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston. 
"Studies 


that revealed side effects have 
made us think very carefully 
now about selecting patients for 
the pill. I now acquaint them 
with the side effects and let 
them know if the pill is for 
them." 


Elliott said Planned Parent- 


hood makes "every effort to 
provide the latest information. 


"For instance, a recent study 


said women over 40 had in- 
creased risk of heart attack 
with the pill. Because the data 
wasn't in, we'didn't tell women 
this six months ago, but we 
sure do tell therrt now. If we 
didn't, they'd certainly ask." 


Neither the American Medi- 


cal Association, the American 
College of Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology nor the Academy of 
Family Physicians has guide- 
lines on what doctors should 
tell 
patients 
about con- 


traception. 


Dr. William Barclay, senior 


AMA vice president, said that 
physicians are presumed to 
have sufficient knowledge to 
make their own decisions on 
what to tell patients about birth 
control. 


The FDA has proposed new- 


labeling for pills and lUDs, the 
contraceptives requiring a doc- 
tor's prescription. The labeling 


would require that patients get 
written information on the ef- 
fectiveness, side effects 
and 


proper 
use 
of 
each con- 


traceptive. 


"The freedom to choose a 


contraceptive is every woman's 
right," says FDA Commission- 
er 
Alexander M. Schmidt. 


"This freedom cannot exist, 
however, unless the woman 
herself can weigh the com- 
parative benefits and risks ... 
and thus be properly informed 
to decide with her physician the 
best choice for her." 


Some 
patients considering 


switching from the pill to less 
sure methods of birth control 


ask about abortion. 


"Availablility of abortion has 


given women the freedom of 
using other methods of con- 
traception and they ask about 
it," said Grover. "They may 
not like the choice, but at least 
they know they have abortion 
to fall back on if they don't 
want a child." 


In 
Indianapolis, 
Rogers 


agreed. "Patients going to less 
effective methods are asking 
for reassurance on the avail- 
ability of abortion in case of 
failure," he said. 


Lynn Heidelberg, director of 


the Feminist Women's Health 
Center in Los Angeles, reported 


increased popularity of diaph- 
ragms and added: "One aspect 
of deciding is the attitude to- 
ward abortion." 


Contraceptive manufacturers 


declined to give specific pro- 
duction figures and had differ- 
ing views on trends. 


A spokesman for the Ortho 


Division of Johnson and John- 
son, a major pill manufacturer, 
said: "We can't give out specif- 
ic figures for business reasons. 
But I can say we have no sta- 
tistics that would show a trend 
either way about uses of the 
pill." 


Donald 
Hanlon, 
corporate 


controller for Syntex Labora- 


tories of Palo Alto, Calif., a 
major pill manufacturer, said: 
"Generally speaking for the 
oral contraceptive industry, to- 
tal markets have been relative- 
ly flat (stable) in the United 
States." 


Deborah Bing, a spokesman 


for Julius Schmid Laboratories, 
a 
leading maker of diaph- 


ragms, 
lUDs and condoms, 


said "Condoms seem to be 
quite popular and because of 
this, we've come out with three 
new ones in the last year and a 
half. Part of the reason is that 
many states now permit over- 
the-counter sales and they are 
more available. Also, condoms 


are promoted in anti-VD cam- 
paigns because they are the 
only contraceptive effective for 
this also. There are indications 
that lUDs are still more popu- 
lar than diaphragms, though 
sales of both increased in the 
past year. Sales of diaphragms 
have increased somewhat, but 
we can't be sure of the reasons 
why." 
. 


Philip Frank, marketing di- 


rector for Holland-Rantos Co., 
Inc., a major supplier of diaph- 
ragms, said there is evidence 
of "method hopping" by wom- 
en. "There has been an in- 
crease in diaphragm sales of 
perhaps 30 to 35 per cent in the 


last (wo or three years," Frank 
said. "This isn't a temporary 
increase, but a growing interest 
by the public in the diaph- 
ragm."

Bullock says Duval County may go broke 


AUSTIN ( A P i - P u b l i c mon- 


ey that "has just simply van- 
ished" and an apparently over- 
loaded county payroll might 
break Duval County by Aug. 1, 
says State Comptroller Bob 
Bullock. 


Bullock said in a report Tues- 


day that his auditors have in- 
formed him thai Duval County 
has only about $400,000—plus 
possible late tax payments—to 
cover county government ex- 
penses of $200,000 a month. 


Duval County has about 12,- 


400 persons. One in every 57 
works for the county, the report 
said, and the county will be 
unable to pay them "around 


•f 


Aug. 1, assuming spending con- 
tinues at current levels." 


By contrast, Bullock said, 


neighboring 
Webb 
(Laredo) 


County has one county employe 
for every 231 residents. 


"Duval County government 


has lost—this is right, lost—half 
as many motor vehicles as 
Webb County government oper- 
ates altogether," a report from 
Bullock said. 


"Despite the county's deterio- 


rating financial condition, in 
1973 and 1974 it rented a Cadil- 
lac for $275 per month and a 
Thunderbird for $175 per month 
from the Duval Motor Co. for 
use by county officials," Bull- 


ock's report said 


Bullock said auditors sent to 


Duval County "listed some fis- 
cally hair-raising transactions. 
There were no records, no sys- 
tem of accounting. People were 
just walking off with the mon- 
ey. . ." 


Bullock said he had the au- 


thority to require Duval County 
government to keep "adequate 
records of all financial transac- 
tions" and to "require all per- 
sons who have received and not 
accounted for state money to 
settle their accounts." 


The report stated that vari- 


ous property owners had been 
excused from property taxes 


"for no apparent valid reason, 
resulting in considerable loss of 
revenue to the county and the 
state." 


Listed were Coastal States 


Companies, which was excused 
from paying $172,321 in taxes; 
Driscoll Foundation, $317,881; 
and 
Duval 
County 
Ranch, 


Inc.,$19,452. 


In addition, a vote by the 


county commissioner's court to 
reduce the ranch's $23-an-acre 
assessment by 75 per 
cent 


saved the company at least 
$100,000, the report said. 


Duval County Ranch, Inc., 


belongs to Clinton Manges, a 
politically powerful figure who 


has been Bullock's law client 
and host on dove hunting trips. 


Other "abnormally low as- 


sessments," the report said, in- 
cluded $1.21 an acre for Mrs. 
Atlee Parr's 14,047 acres, and 
49 cents an acre for Archer 
Parr's 690 acres. These assess- 
ments, however, were suddenly 
raised to over $40 per acre in 
1974. 


Before 
his death, 
George 


Parr also had 50 acres on the 
tax rolls at $2.20 an acre and 
2,808 acres at $1.92 per acre. 


"The former assessor-collec- 


tor, Jesus Oliveira Jr., was 
himself delinquent while he 
served in that office," Bullock

said. 


Bullock said the Duval Coun- 


ty Conservation and Reclama- 
tion District keeps an average 
balance of "roughly $500,000" 
at the First State Bank of San 
Diego, but the funds have never 
been put in interest-bearing ac- 
counts. 


"Over the past 10 years, the 


district has thus lost—and the 
bank saved—some $250,000 in 
interest," the report said. 


In November 1967, Bullock 


said, "the bank did not require 
a signature on a $678,985 check

He said county commission- 


ers should "cut its payroll to 
the bare minimum to provide" 
essential services. 


"Increased 
tax collections 


and a reduced payroll might 
possibly carry the county gov- 
ernment through its impending 
financial crisis," Bullock said. 


Bullock said the State Bank- 


ing Board should see whether it 
can require banks such as the 
First State Bank of San Diego 
"to be more accountable in 
their handling of public funds." 


With his report, Bullock re- 


leased a copy of a March 12 let- 
ter from Dist. Atty. Arnulfo 
Guerra of Rio Grande City re- 
newing an invitation to the 
comptroller to help "in all mat- 
ters of mutual interest 
in- 


volving the mishandling or mis- 
application of public funds in 
connection with fiscal or tax- 
ation matters in Duval Coun- 
ty."
